The sight of a major soaking 
his tired feet in a helmet full of 
water would, no doubt, be gratify- 
ing to any number of local men, 
but not when the major is a nice 
guy named Everett B. ‘Mersereau, 
formerly of Lowell street. 

John M. MacKenzie had a letter 
from the major—who’s been wear- 
ing that gold leaf 
months now—the other day.

A FEW NOTES 

You have got your land measured 
and planned out, for at least “The 
Big |Six’’ in the vegetable kingdom, 
tomatoes, carrots (that surprising- 
ly give you a lot of the Vitamin A 


that you used to get in butter), 
beans, cabbage, lettuce and 
“sreens’, You must estimate the 


quantity of seed you want, and the 
date of planting. All these facts 
you will find plainly set out in Paul 
Dempsey’s State pamphlet ‘The 
Big Six” now available (while the 
supply lasts) in the town hall. This 
small masterpiece is deservedly 
popular and our supply is dwind- 
ling. 

Now, to test your soil, bring a 
sample into the town hall, upstairs 
in the civilian defense office, on or 
before March 25 and you will get 
your test result back by April 1. 
Follow these instructions: 

Make a hole six inches deep with 
a trowel or spade, Get a spoonful 
of earth from the side of this hole 
about four inches down from the 
top, put it in a small glass jar or 
box—we aren’t fussy what you 
bring it in—and leave it with your 
name and address on a label in the 
civilian defense office on or before 
March 25. The test will be com- 
pleted and reported in the defense 
office by April 1, with advice on 


how to correct the condition of 
your soil if any correction is 
needed, If your garden seems to 


you to have one kind of soil at one 
end and another kind at the other 
end, bring in two samples, or 
three or four; each sample will be 
reported on. 

The idea of getting a 
from four inches down is 
the soil, not at the very surface 
where little root growth occurs, 
but rather down at the level where 
roots get to work and derive their 
nourishment.

To the Editor: 


It was natural that a large crowd 
should gather at the scene of the 
recent aeroplane crash on the 
Towle property. But it is evident 
that few were aware that there 
was any danger in approaching as 
close as they did to the burning 
plane. Since such incidents might 
occur again in Andover, it seems 
wise to ask for the use of your 
columns in an attempt to inform 
the public of the possible dangers 
connected with such an incident. 


It is safe to assume that the 
planes flying over Andover are a 
part of the armed forces. The na- 
ture of their missions and the ex- 
plosives they may carry are of ne- 
cessity military secrets. In view of 
this fact, all fallen aircraft, or any 
object falling from aircraft, must 
be regarded as dangerously explo- 
sive until pronounced safe by quali- 
fied military authorities. 


In the civilian defense program, 
as approved by the military, fallen 
aircraft or objects are under the 
supervision of the police and bomb 
reconnaissance agent until their 
disposal is taken over by the 
Army. 

To avoid any further possibility 
of a major disaster which might 
result from a delayed explosion, 
the following rules should be ob- 
served: 


1. BE PROMPT. Report promptly 
any fallen aircraft or object to the 
report center of the Civilian De- 
fense, or to the nearest warden. 


2. BE CAREFUL, Observe such 
safety lines as may be set up by 
the police or Civilian Defense. 
(These will never be established 
at a distance of less than one hun- 
dred yards from the fallen air- 
craft or object, and may be at a 
much greater distance. For easy 
reference, one hundred yards is 
the length of a football field.) 

3. BE CAREFUL. Assist officials 
in the maintenance of proper 
safety lines. 

4. BE CALM. Remember that 
your own safety and the safety of 
others depend upon you and your 
co-operation.

WALTER'S CAFE 
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We Need Cultural 
Leaders, Too 


What sort of a world we are 
going to live in after the war is 
over is, quite naturally, a question 
that has engrossed Andover as 
well as the rest of the country 
during the past several months— 
to be exact, since it first began to 
appear that we would have some 
say in the matter. 

Dr. Alfred E, Stearns brought 
the local discussion out into the 
open last Sunday night when he 
told a large audience that “we 
must look forward to the dawn of 
a new era... we can’t fool our- 
selves by thinking that we are go- 
ing back to the old regime of af- 
fairs after the war is over. We 
can’t have that kind of world 
again unless we are dumb enough 
to invite it.” 

Dr. Stearns, of course, was 
speaking of international amity, a 
great, powerful, permanent and 
fraternal union for peace and pros- 
perity throughout the world. But 
considering the future course of 
this country, as distinguished 
from the international federation 
of nations, is just as interesting. 
There are just as many channels 
to explore and vistas to enlarge. 

Take ‘culture’, for instance. 
“Culture” is a big word, and, in 
the mental images it evokes, it is 
a disagreeable word. “Culture” 
brings to mind all sorts of silly 
phantoms like gentlemen in swal- 
low-tail coats sawing on cellos, or 
large ladies with large hats drink- 
ing tea and listening to afternoon 
lectures. 

Whisk the cobwebs of such 
phantasies away, however, and we 
find that culture has a deeper and 
more dignified sense. It means 
people going to church on Sunday 
for a rational and beautiful exer- 
cise commemorating the lasting 
things. Or people at ease in neat 
gardens reading the authors who 
flourished a century or two ago— 
in short, a whole countryful of 
people who are refined and under- 
standing, but who remain just 
plain people none the less. 

The natural thing is to say that 
we do not have such a culture, 
never did have it, and, from the 
businesslike nature of the national 
mind, never will have it. The super- 
ficial will point out that our twen- 
tieth-century radio is 99 percent 
“corn’—a good word—and_ that 
our movies reflect an appallingly 
low state of American mental 
power. 

The natural belief is that the 
influences reaching the American 
mind today are cheap, sensational, 
chauvinistic and any number of 
other adjectives, People too easily 
forget that we had “corn” before 
—‘tnele Tom’s Cabin” for in- 
stance, the revolutionary book 
published before the Civil War 
and the standard stage tomfoolery 
around the turn of the century. 
They forget P, T. Barnum, Harry 
Houdini, Buffalo Bill, dime novels, 
the [Police Gazette, Gene Strat- 
ton Porter and a host of other 
hokum peddlers who have not put 
any permanent bane on American 
thought, however they may have 
vulgarized the public mind in their 
heydey. 


And yet those were different 
days, days when one who went to 
high school was considered a pillar 
of education, when only 4 small 
fraction of the public were allowed 
to vote, when people were glad to 
learn, as eminently fresh news, 
what had happened in London two 
months ago. 


Times have changed, and evi- 
dently neither the public mind or 
the influences on it have greatly 
changed with it. We have the 
greatest system of education we 
ever did; we have the greatest 
public information service we ever 
had; we have the greatest science 
by which we were ever enriched. 
And yet, what have we done with 
it? 

We have not had a truly eminent 
writer for the past twenty years; 
you can count on your fingers the 
number of artists the average 
American knows by name; in sculp- 
ture, music, any of the arts the 
answer is precisely the same. 

Figuratively speaking, we have 
a famine in the land of plenty, a 
cultural famine which leads us to 
believe that our store of cultural 
possibilities must hereafter be 
spread out as thinly as our food 
supply. The blunt fact is that an 
enlarged human understanding 
does not have the cultural ma- 
terials to work with. 

Coming back to the present, and 
to the outlook from the present 
war, and the “wave of the future” 
which must shortly engulf us, it 
is not amiss to wonder just how 
a cultural—spiritual, if you will— 
rebirth is to come about. 

Now is the time to think about 
it, just as now is the time to con- 
sider what economic or moral ele- 
ments will be in the peace treaty 
itself. Now is the time for an en- 
lightened public opinion to make 
itself felt on the party line of an 
American culture just as it does on 
American politics, Now is the time 
for the American people to have 
a culture worthy of its training 
and its aspirations, if not of its 
traditions. 

The question is primarily one 
of leadership. Cultural leadership 
today is not what it ought to be. 
There are a few scattered and in- 
congruously assorted leaders like 
Fulton Lewis, Clifton Fadiman, 
Erskine Caldwell and the Time 
and Life crowd. They smite, and 
smite mightily (to give them their 
due) at Congress’ fuss-budgetty 
ways of doing business, in behalf 
of the Ruml plan of taxation, for 
aid to Russia and China, against 
the supposed civilian laxity in the 
war effort, and other diurnal mat- 
ters. 

But they have as yet brought 
out no conerete and unified pic- 
ture of a post-war American cul- 
ture, and presumably they are not 
interested in the matter, They con- 
centrate on intellectual affairs of 
the moment, and it takes a lot of 
moments to make an era, We can’t 
put honest thought on a week-to- 
week basis. 

America needs new leaders, 
needs them badly, needs them 
quickly, The vague notions of the 
American mind are becoming more 
aimless with each passing day. 
There is no indication at present 
just where the American mind is 
supposed to head in. 


The leadership may come from 
the writers who will come out of 
the present war; it may be acti- 
vated by those who decide what 
our radios will broadcast and 
what our movies will picture. It 
may come from the universities 
and schools, once they cut out the 
by-products of education and get 
down to the essentials. 

Clearly it must come from some 
source not yet even partly devel- 
oped or not yet in existence. The 
gap that is growing between the 
educated American mind and its 
supply of stimulating nourishment 
is growing too wide for comfort. 
We must have a cultural revolu- 
tion very soon or we May as well 
close our universities, stop our 
presses, smash our radios and for- 
get that we ever went shopping 
for an American mind worthy of 
the things it sprang from.

Some local people who picked up 
unexploded shells during the con- 
fusion after the recent airplane 
crash on Porter road may now be 
in serious danger of bodily injury, 
according to a statement made 
public yesterday by the five local 


ugents for bomb reconnaissance, 
The statement, signed by Ros- 
coe #., Dake, John Deyermond, 


John (M. Erving and Sergt. William 


R. Hickey and Officer Frank Mc- 
Bride of the police department, 
reads as follows: 

“At the time of the recent air- 
plane crash on the Towle prop- 


erty, many unexploded shells were 


scattered in the vicinity of the 
burning plane. It is very possible 
that some of these were obtained 


as souvenirs by individuals at the 
scene, 

“An unexploded shell of this 
type presents a very real danger 
to the possessor until it has been 
completely disarmed, Such disarm- 
ing should not be attempted by 
any individual except one _ thor- 
oughly acquainted with explosives. 


“Arrangements have been made 
by your Civilian Defense authori- 


ties to have this disarming done 
for you, with the distinet under- 
Standing that the disarmed shell 
will be returned to you. We there- 
fore request and urge you to de- 
liver any unexploded shell which 
you may have to the Andover po- 
lice station, leaving with it your 
name and address. The shell will 
be disarmed and returned to you 
within a reasonable time. 

“For your own safety and the 
safety of others, this simple pre- 
caution should be taken without 
delay.”
